‘The sunual report ot we “own of 
Wilmington, (1961) reported the 
speech of Chairman John Brooks 
of the Board of Selectmen, before 
the All-America Cities Award jury 
in Miami, a little over a year ago. 
The speech was part of the steps 
taken by the then Town Manager to 
get an Honorable Mention plaque 
for the Town of Wilmington. 

The last words of the.Chairman 
in his speech before the jury were: 
‘With ten per cent of our residents 
Participating, directly or indirect- 
ly in Civic affairs, and a growing 
Mist of volunters, awaiting appoint 
ment to committees, we in Wil- 
mington understand why!’ 

Ten percent of 13,500 residents 
is 1,350, 

Monday night, at the Selectmen’s 
meeting the Board of Selectmen 
were worried about getting a quor- 
um at next Monday night’s special 
Town Meeting. A quorum is 150, 

The board voted to advertise the 
meeting, and the Chairman told 
the rest of the Selectmen that he 
was asking the pastors of the var- 
fous churches to issue an appeal 


trom the puipits for citizens to at- 
tend the Special Meeting, in order 
that there be a quorum. 

There are two articles in the 
Special Town Meeting, which is 
‘scheduled to begin at 8 pm Monday 
in the Herbert C Barrows audi- 
torium of the High Shool. If a 
quorum is present at 8 pm the 
meeting could possibly conelude 
its business in fifteen minutes, 

The meeting will be asked to 
appropriate $24,150 out of the 
1963 taxes for the purchase of 
land, and the preliminary prepar- 
ation of plans, for a school on 
Woburn Street. Both articles have 
been approved by the Wilmington 
Finance Committee, 

The first article is to purchase, 
for the sum of $18,650 land of the 
former Sidelinker estate, about 
15.5 acres. 

The second article is to appro- 
priate the sum of $7,500, for the 
preparation of preliminary plans 
for the new proposed school, so 
fhat the plans can be brought in 
to the annual Town Meeting for 
the approval of the voters,

Sabin Oral Vaccine, for Polio, 
heretofore available only for the 
children of Wilmington through the 
Wilmington Department of Public 
Health programs, is to become 
available for adults as well.

Friday evening, in the Town Hall, the 
Selectmen are to have a meeting, executive 
for the purpose of studying the applications 
received for the position of Town Manager 
of Wilmington. 

The residents of Wilmington can under- 
stand the need of an executive meeting for 
such a purpose, but at the same time there 
are serious questions. 

The present Board of Selectmen not. only 
praised a Town Manager who wasn't worth his 
salt - they raised his pay. 

As such they have shown themselves to be 
& poor judge of what a Town Manager should 
be. 

It might very well be that they can pick 
@ good one - and again it might not be. 

It could be that they will leave the ul- 
timate choice to the incoming Board of Sel- 
ectmen, after the March elections. 

This would be the best course. [t will be 
a new Board of Selectmen who will be working 
with the new Town Manager. That board should 
be the one to do the choosing. 

THE ANNUAL TOWN MEETING bal 

“ The residents of Wilmington who wish to 

submit an article for the annual Town Meet- 

ing have until next Monday, at 4:30 pm to 
do so. 

That doesn't leave much time,, but on the 
other hand the average person who has an 
article to submit may probably have been 
considering it for months. 

Only ten valid signatures are required 
for an article in an annual Town meeting. 

Some of the subjects which will be coming 
up for discussion in this year's town meet- 
ing will include Betterments for Sewer Mains 
and Sidewalks on Burlington Avenue. 

Last time the town voted for Sidewalks 
it didn't even know that sidewalks were un- 
der discussion - the Middlesex Avenue side- 
walk was buried in the Highway Department 
budget. Such actions, it is to be hoped, 
will be avoided in the future. 

The Sewer Betterment proposal is a tough 
one, for the Board of Sewer and Water Com- 
missioners, who will sponsor, the article. It 
has been under study now fdr some time. 

Basically the proposal will be for a 40 
to 50 percent assessment on the abutting 
land-owners - but the rub is that the Commis- 
sioners must, at this meeting, set the rate 
not only for the next few

The conference reflected a number 
of outstanding achievements by 
the commissions, committees and 
individuals within the church, ac- 
cording to the pastor, the Rev, 
Terry Clay Thomason, 

The report of the Commission on 
Membership and Evangelism, gi- 
ven by Chairman Robert Belbin 
indicated that 106 persons united 
with the church in 1962, the largest 
number in any year in the history 
of the church, 

William Myers, Chairman of the 
Commission on Stewardship and 
Finance reported that the steward- 
ship achievements of the church 
reached a new high in 1962 with 
total receipts of more than $48,000 
All bills were paid and more than 
$4000 has been placed in the 1963 
Reserve Funds. The conference 
also voted a 1963 budget of just 
over $50,000, 

One of the most significant ac- 
tions of the conference came as 
the result of a report by the 
‘Committee to Study Future Ed- 
ucational and Building Needs’, 
under the chairmanship of Frank 
McLean. 

The committee reported that av- 
erage church school attendance 
has increased by nearly 100pupils 
in the last year with a projected 
expectation of at least 40 addi- 
tional pupils per year during the 
next 5 years, The report concluded 
that the present educational facil- 
ities are inadequate. 

’ Following the report the church 
conference voted enthusiastically
